WHO IS EM IN BEY? 


Emin Bey, whese fate now so much 'en­ 
gages attention, is an Austrian, whose 
name is Schnilser. 
lie was bom in 1840 
at Opelu. 
He studied medicine at Bres­ 
lau, Berlin and Konitsberg. 
In 1868 he 
became a surgeon in the Turkish army. 
I t is said that at that time he became a 
convert to Mohammedanism, but this is 
denied by his friends. H e was sent to 
Egypt, ard became a Surgeon-General to 
Gordon’s army. 
In 1878 he was made 
Governor-General of the equatorial prov­ 
inces, and the title of Bey vras conferred 
upon him by the Khedive of Egypt, and 
he was afterward promoted to the rank of 
Pasha. 
H e developed, as Governor, after 
Gordon’s retirement to Khartoum, remark­ 
able executive ability. 
H e is a bold 
determined and energetic man, reads men 
quickly and unerringly, and seldom makes 
a mistake in anything he undertakes. 
W hen he took charge of the equatorial 
provinces the whole region was in turmoil, 
and its 6,000,000 people terrorized by the 
slave dealers who overrau the country, 
kidnaping and butchering with scarcely 
any restraint. 
In less than three years 
Em in drove them out and brought the 
provinces from a burden-creating section 
to Egypt to a revenue-paying region, so 
that it a c tu ally sent to the Egyptian treas­ 
ury $40,000 surplus, while before it had 
drawn $200,000 annually from Egypt to 
meet deficits. 
Emin gained great power 
over the natives by his learning, his firm­ 
ness and kindness and his keen knowledge 
of human n a tu re . 
l i e in tro d u ced new 
methods in agriculture, established schools, 
effectually broke up the slave trade,secured 
the peace of the country, built roads, intro­ 
duced many industries, suppressed crime 
and made his reg io n as safe a co u n try as 
any in Africa. 
A ll aro u n d his provinces, 
however, barbarity p rev ailed , the slave-

They became the supporters of 
the M ahdi and the enemies, of course, of 
Emin Bey and General Gordon. The re­ 
sult was that when a new king came to 
the throne in Uganda, the Arab slavers 
managed to control him. 
H e used his in­ 
fluence with the other tribes to antagonize 
them against Emin, and he was presently 
literally walled in by hostile savages, -who 
were prompted by the slavers and kept 
well supplied with arms and money from 
the same source. 
News of the dangerous 
situation of Emin reached Euroi>e in Octo­ 
ber, 1886. 
H e then had ten fortified posts 
on the Nile, 1,500 soldiers, ten Egyptian 
and fifteen negro officers, and twenty 
Coptic officials. 
H e then believed he had 
powder enough to last until the end of ihe 
year only, and if not attacked by great 
forces it would last him a year. 
H e could 
then have taken a few men and his officers 
and 
have escaped from the country, 
but he refused to leave the [teople to the 
certain fury of the siave-dealers if they 
once gained entrance to the provinces. In 
the party of Em in Bey was Dr. Junker, a 
Russian, who arrived at Zanzibar Decem­ 
ber 4, 1886, and his report of the critical 
oncdfrlne British Government to order an 
expedition to go to his relief. 
Eater ad­ 
vices, however, led to the belief that Emin 
was not in any close quarters, hut that he 
had reduced the rebels to submission as 
far up the W hite Nile as Lardo, where it 
is now reported he has been surrendered, by 
his own men, in chains, to the Kahlifa, the 
representative of the Mahdi. The English 
expedition for the relief of Emin started, 
hiwever, and was commanded by II. M. 
Stanley, the intrepid African explorer. 
Egypt gave him £10.000, and in England 
£20,000 were added by private subscrip­ 
tion, and Stanley sailed on -the 30th of 
December, 1886, for Africa. 
He went to 
Zanzibar, organized his force of 480 per­ 
sons, of whom but nine were -Europeans, 
and sailed for the Congo, up which he 
proceeded along the line of Isis old route 
in 1883, as shorter in land journey than 
the Masai route. H e was last officially 
heard from in July, 1887. 
The progress 
of the relief party was slow, -dust what 
lias become of it is not now and may never 
be learned. 
It is known, however, that in 
August, 1887, it had been forced to leave 
the stores and ammunition’ designed for 
Emin, and proceed in lightest possible 
marching form, because Tipp*o3jfip, a 
friendly African .chief, had failed 1c keep 
his contract with Stanley and furnish. 500 
curriers at Yambaaya. The scheme ef re­ 
lief for Emin Bev was not intended 'toriake 
him out of the country, so much as to open 
a means of easily -reaching his position 
and thus sustaining him in controlling! the 
provinces as dependencies of Egypt, in pre­ 
serving to which all possible territory 
England is politically and financially in­ 
terested.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


BASEBALL MATTERS. 
The 
M a n ager» a ll on th e L o o k o u t for 
P la y e r s—S tray N o te s. 
Notwithstanding the fact that this is al­ 
most midwinter, baseball topics come in 
for a prominent part of daily talk, and 
things will, no doubt, hum as the season 
approaches. All the sports are making 
guesses as to those who will play with the 
Sacramento club, but the managers do not 
propose to tell until the nine is complete 
and the list will then be made public. It 
is safe to say, however, that there will be no 
“ scrubs,” as Sacramento proposes to carry 
off the pennant in ’89 by a big majority. 
Sacramento’s third base, which has al­ 
ways been its weak spot, will in '89 boast of 
having the strongest player in that posi­ 
tion of any clab in California. 
With the 
addition of a first baseman, the Sacramento 
infield will be complete. One outfielder 
has been secured. 
Stockton sent a stroDg representative to 
the League meeting in J. C. Campbell, 
and 
their interests 
were well 
looked 
after. 
They will 
place 
several 
hun­ 
dred dollars’ worth of season tickets on 
the market as soon as a schedule can 
be agreed upon. 
It is said their am ­ 
bition is to “ do ” Sacramento, whom they 
look upon as a rival. In Baker they have 
a very strong card, but in order to make 
him effective he must be backed up by a 
strong catcher. If Hurley and Stockwell 
do the catching, Sacramento’s spry base 
runners will not steal many bases. " 
The Sacramentos are not picked out for 
hard hitters, but for their ability to come 
to the bat and make a hit when it is needed. 
Sacramento has lost many a game when a 
scratch bit might have won. 
In the League meeting held in San Fran­ 
cisco Thursday evening many heated argu­ 
ments occurred, and altogether the meet­ 
ing, which lasted some four or five hours, 
was very lively. Sacramento at first stood 
alone against the California League becom­ 
ing a party to the National agreement, 
which permits clubs that are members to 
reserve their players. The other League 
Directors were finally made to see that the 
League had more to lose than to gain by it, 
and the resolution was tabled. Sacramento 
was also against the salary limit, but does 
not propose lo pay any fancy salaries on that 
account, on the ground that such legisla­ 
tion as a general thing is of no avail and 
soon becomes a dead letter. 
The real contest commenced when the 
schedule was taken up, as they could not 
all have the “ plums,” and of course each 
man struggled to get as much as he could. 
Trades and combinations were formed, 
dates traded, and at last a compromise was 
effected and by it Sacramento will not be 
left, as each one of the other clubs open in 
Sacramento on a Sunday, and probably 
forty games will be plaved in this city. 
Jevnes’ fielding average in the Western 
League the past season was .929, and bat­ 
ting .241; he is also quite a base-runner. 
He played in Minneapolis seventy-four 
games before coming to the coast. 
Billy Alvord says Newbert's throwing is 
great, and thinks he will do fine work the 
coming year. 
Jerry Hurley, the 
popular 
baseball 
catcher, of 8an Francisco, is to be given a 
benefit. He is one of the pluckiest players 
in California, and though almost "laid out” 
by knocks he is still on top, and though 
somewhat disabled, he proposes to play 
next year. 
Somebody whispers that Gagus is going 
to be an umpire. He would doubtless be 
given a very “ enthusiastic ” reception if he 
ever came to Sacramento. 
THE NEW BULBS. 
The Stocktons’ second baseman, O'Day, 
was interviewed on Saturday as to the new 
rules adopted by the Eastern Association, 
and accepted by the California League. 
People generally only know that pitchers 
are to be allowed bnt four balls instead of 
five, and that runners were privileged to 
make bases on foul tips. Just how that 
was to be done no one of the great herd of 
outsiders seemed to exactly know. 
"Suppose,1’ said Mr. O'Day, "a player 
is on first, and, as the ball leaves the 
pitcher’s hands, he makes up his mind 
to try to steal second. Under the old 
rules, if the striker fouled the ball and 
the c richer held it, and threw it to first 
before the runner got back there, he was 
out. 
Under the new rule, the runner 
can keep right on, and, if he can get to 
second, is entitled to a stolen base. That 
is what is meant by running on foul tips. 
Of course, if the ball is knocked foul, or 
popped up or away so that the catcher or a 
baseman or fielder has to run for it, the old 
rule holds, and no running can be done 
till after it is settled into the pitcher’s 
hands. The object of the new rule is to 
stop doubling tack on bases.” 
“Can a player run in the same way from 
any other base?” 
“Certainly; from any base, and may 
make home if he can on that kind of a 
tip.” 
"W hat else is there new in the rules ?” 
"Well, supposing, as before, a man on 
first star.s for second and the catcher 
throws to cut him off and hits the umpire— 
the man gets his stolen base. So, if a bats­ 
man strikes a ball, and it bits the umpire, 
he is not out, and can run on the hit, just 
the same as if the umpire had not been in 
the way.”

TEE AT SAN FRANCISCO 


T o C o n sid er th e S u b je ct a n d P ro­ 
v id e W ays a n d M ean s for 
F u tu r e A ction . 


[3an Francisco B ulletin.] 
At 10 o'clock th is m o m iu g th ere was gathered 
ia th e room s o f th e C ham ber of Com m erce in 
th is city a large num ber o f gentlem en repre­ 
senting th e various counties an d industries of 
th e State. T he gentlem en p resen t w ere those 
selected by th e various Boards of T rade th ro u g h ­ 
ou t the State to take action in relation to the 
holding o f an exh ib itio n ot th e products o f Cali­ 
fornia in tb e city o f London. 
A. T. H atch, 
P resident of th e State Board of Trade, called 
th e m eeting to order, an d called lor nom ina­ 
tions for tem porary officers. 
W illiam H. Milts nom iu& ied for Tem porary 
C hairm an A. T. H atch, an d for Tem porary Sec* 
retaries, J. M eredith Davies o f O akland and 
C hañes B. T u rrill of Sau Diego. T he nom inees 
w ere d eclared elected by accl&mai ion. On m o­ 
tion of Mr. M ills it w as also decided th a t th e 
delegates from th e various counties be given 
perm ission to tem porarily till any vacancies on 
th e County Com m ittees. 
Upon m otion of Mr. B yington all persons pres­ 
en t at th e m eeting, w ho w ere appointed by the 
State Board oi T rade or th e vai ious C ounty Com­ 
m ittees, w ere recognized as m em bers o f the 
L ondon E xhibition Com m ittee. 
'Jhe following com m ittees w ere th en ap ­ 
pointed by C hairm an H a tc h : P erm anent Or­ 
ganization—Mr. W orkm an, C. B. T u riiil, P. B 
Cornw all, M. M. Low an d W. H. Byington. 
O rder of Business—W. U. Mills, Mr. W ilbur, 
H arvey Lindley, M. M. Estee and Jesse I). Carr. 
Tbe com m ittee th en retired for th e purpose of 
arran g in g th e ir plans, and du rin g th e interim 
D avid Lubin, of Sacram ento, addressed the 
m eeting on th e purposes of th e State display at 
th e London exhibition. Mr. L ubin has bu t 
lately returned from a trip through Europe, and 
is an earnest advocate ot th e advancem ent of 
C alifornia by m eans of im m igration an d m ore 
eulightened com m ercial m ethods. 
During his 
trip abroad, the gentlem an slated, he had seen 
w ine on th e tables oi France w hich did not 
even sm ell good. 
F rance was at the present 
tim e a lerge im porter of w ine from Algeria, 
California an d various Europenu countries. 
He 
had discovered th a t th e inferior w ines of Cali­ 
fornia w ere doctored in F ran -e an d sold u nder 
foreign labels, w hile the better class w ere sold 
ou trig h t as F rench wines. 
D uring a conversa­ 
tion w ith a representative ot the house of W. T. 
Colem an, he had been inform ed th a t th a t firm 
alone did a business o f ¿1.0 O.bnO a year in C ali­ 
fornia products, principally canned salm on, 
canned fruits, w ine and borax. 
U nder th e cir 
cum stanc.s, Mr. L ubin beiieved in advertising 
o u r products in Europe. 
Mr. Estee thereupon intioduced th e following 
reso lu tio n : 
Resolved, T h at a p erm an en t exhibition of C ali­ 
fornia products be established in Ixm don. 
In speaking on his resolution Mr. Estee said 
th a t he was surprised, during his trip East th is 
sum m er, to iind th a t the grossest kind of ignor­ 
ance existed in th e E astern States regarding 
C alif *rnia products. Therefore he believed th a t 
people of C alifornia should let th e w orld xnow 
w h at tbe resources of ou r soil are. 
It is very- 
hard to convince people th a t w-e raise here the 
fig o f com m erce, alm onds an d English w alnuts, 
olives a n d o th er fruits th a t are supposed lo grow 
in no o th er p a it o f the tvo- id th an th e M editer­ 
ran ean countries. It is o nly lately th a t Califor­ 
n ian s had becom e acquainted w ith th e re­ 
sources of th e soil, a n d they should now m ake 
know n to th e w orld our varied products. 
The resolution o f Mr. Estee was unanim ously 
carried. 
The Com m ittee cu O rder ol Business pre­ 
sented th e follow ing report, w hich was adopted: 
“ Your Com m ittee on O rder o f Business beg 
leave to report as follows: 1st—C onsideration of 
general subject, and answ er to th e question, 
Shall an exh ib itio n of th e products o f Cali­ 
fornia be held in London? 2d—The duration of 
such exh ib itio n . 3d—7 h e general plan. 4th— 
C onsideration an d ascertainm ent of cost. 5th— 
C onsideration of ways an d m eans. Cth— Ap­ 
pointm ent of com m ittees." 
T he Com m ittee on P erm anent O rganization 
presentea th e ir report as follows: "F o r P erm a­ 
n en t C haiim an, W. II. Mills of San Francisco: 
P erm anent Secretary, J. M. Davies of A lam eda; 
V ice-Presidents—A. B. B utler o f Fresno, E. IV. 
Jones of I<os Angeles an d D avid Lubin of Sacra­ 
m ento; T reasurer, Louis Schloss. 
Also, one 
Vice President for each county a ad an E xecu­ 
tive Com m ittee of fifteen m em bers to be elected 
by th e C onvention." T he report w as adopted. 
Upon the first order o f business being tak en 
up, A. D aw -K euuell addressed the Convention. 
The gentlem an said th a t tw o y e irs ago he cam e 
to th is State as th e representative of th e official 
p ap er o f London (the Citizen). 
W hen he airived 
in th e fall he believed th a t C alifornia was the 
m ost desolate place he liad ever seen. At th e 
tim e be did not send back his opinions of th e 
State, but w aited, and now he was of th e opln 
ion th a t th e soil o f C alifornia w ill produce any­ 
thing. 
He believed it w ould be advisable to 
place a perm anent ex h ib itio n in Loudon. In 
order to sell o u r products there, how ever, he 
thought it would be advisable to do aw ay w ith 
some of th e m iddle m en w ho now p u t th em ­ 
selves betw een th e C alifornia producer and the 
English consum er. An exh ib itio n from the 
State could be m ade self-supporting if an ad ­ 
m ission fee w ere charged, bu t he w ould not a d ­ 
vise th a t plan. Should an exh ib itio n be placed 
there it w ould attract to th is State a laige im rai- 
f ration of young m en w ith capital ranging from 
10,000 to ¿00,000. 
Mr. Lubin, in addressing th e Convention, said 
th a t th ere w ere tw o kinds o f exhibitions w hich 
could be h eld —one a purely com m ercial one; 
the other, one w hich w ould com bine am use- 
m en w ith know ledge. Should we have a $10,­ 
000 exhibition we w ould becom e know n 810.000 
w orth. If we should advertise *250,000 w orth 
we w ould reap in proportion to w hat we sow. 
Mr. T innin, Surveyor of th e Port, said th a t as 
th e speakers before him h ad confined th em ­ 
selves m ainly to ag ricultural producís, h e de­ 
sired to speak in b eh alf o f th e m ining interests 
ot th e State. T here w ere m ines in C alifornia 
to-day w hich w ould pay, an d he w anted these 
presented to th e English capitalists in su v ex h i­ 
bitio n w hich m ight be held in London. 
C harles B. T urrill, of San Diego, said th a t he 
agreed w ith Mr. T innin. 
W hat we should place 
before th e w orld is the fact th a t th e resources of 
our State are varied. 
We w ant not only by 
th is exhibition to m ake a m ark et for our sur­ 
plus products, but we w ant to interest English 
capitalists; we w ant to induce im m igration, and 
we desire to attract th e great sw arm of tourists 
who every year go from the north o f Europe to 
th e shores of th e M editerranean. T he ex h ib i­ 
tion m ust educate the people whom we w ant to 
bring o at hete. T he m ining indnstries, th e 
lum ber in iustries an d th e ag ricultural interests 
should all be represented. 
He would advise 
th e sending also of represem aiives of the Yo- 
sem ite valley, M ount sh asta and c is-t scenery. 
Professor H iigard, o f th e State U niversity, be­ 
lieved th a t a display tu ch as was proposed 
would be of inestim able benefit to C alifornia, 
advertising products w hich th e w orld does not 
know can be grow n here in abundance. He 
deem ed it not only advisable to hold such au 
exhibition, b u t absolutely necessary, nud he 
prom ised to do all in M s pow er to help th e 
project along. 
N. C adw alader thought th a t m ore atten tio n 
should he paid to the m atter of packing goods 
and also to prevent adulteration. 
Once it were 
know n th a t th e q uality ot C alifornia goods was 
not w hat was represented, it w ould be alm ost 
im possible to m ake a m ark et in Europe. 
John P. Irish called attention to the fact th at 
th e sources of supply in th e Old W orld w ere dy­ 
ing o nt, w hile th e dem and was constantly in ­ 
creasing. He believed th a t Ca ifornia h ad no 
idea w hat it was possible for h e r to do. So far 
th e soil of ou r g reat State has been m erely 
scratched, bn t not farm ed, and w hile th e vin e­ 
yards of France a te dying out, those o f Califor 
uia are just springing up. 
He w a rn 'd th e m eet 
ing, how ever, against adulterations. One per­ 
son who adulterated th e products ot C alifornia 
not only traded upon public h ea th , bu t was 
also a traito r to ltis State. T he results of the 
proposed exhibition m ight not be im m ediately 
noticed, but th e good results would be reached 
in tim e. 
He believed now was th e tim e for Cal­ 
ifornia to reach out for th e m arkets of the 
w orld. If she did no t she w ould onlv foreclose 
h er ow n prosperitv. 
C aptain W. L. Merry, the n e x t speaker, sUo 
was in favor of th e proposed ex h ib itio n , saying 
th a t London was th e cen ter of tb e m ercantile 
w orld. 
THE STATE'S AID SEEDED. 
Mr. Estee offered th e follow ing pream ble and 
resolution for th e consideration of =he C onven­ 
tion : 
W h s r e a s , It is deem ed desirable to m ake an 
exhibition illustrative o f C alifornia in Loudon; 
and w hereas, all portions o f th is State are 
equally interested in th e success o f such au e r 
hibition ; therefore be i 
Resolved, T hat th e Legislature be requested to 
appropriate the sum of S 
, to be expended 
under direction ot a Commission appointed bv 
the Governor, tn m ain tain in g au exh ib itio n for 
tw o years in London. 
In support of his r.solution Mr. Estee said 
th at he believed th a t th e S tate owed aid to the 
' 
' 
So far th e State Board o f T rade has 
:en m aintained by private subscriptions, and 
nevertheless th e work done by th a t Board has 
already borne fruit a hundred-fold. In o rder to 
m ake C alifornia know n we have to pay for it. 
This proposed exh ib itio n w ill cost m oney. It 
m ay be started by talk , b u t it cannot be carried 
on except by coin. 
R egarding ad llteratio n . Mr. 
Estee said he did no t believe there was a place 
in th e w orld w here m ore pure goods are placed 
ou th e m ark et th an here. 
He believed th ere 
could be no doubt as to th e ability o f th e Legis­ 
lature to m ake an appropriation, provided it 
w ere w ith in th e constitutional lim it.
